Inasmuch as a change in the 
business was necessary it was thought 
that a bank organized under the state 
laws would fit local business require¬ 
ments better than does a national 
bank. 

The old bank had a capital of 
$25,000, while the new bank starts 
with a paid up capital and surplus

The October Garden 

By Jessie Ward 


After a long, hot summer, the short¬ 
er, cooler days of autumn bring new 
hope and energy to the plant world. 
Do not wait for “the rains.” but spend 
a little time and money in giving your 
whole garden a thorough irrigation. 
You will be surprised how quickly the 
plants will respond and how much bet¬ 
ter your garden will be this winter if 
you give it an early start. 

And right here I w'ould like to make 
a few remarks about the manner in 
which water should be applied to 
your plants. 

Almost every plant and tree should 
be watei-ed or irrigated by making a 
basin around it with a hoe. Let the 
water flow into the basin gently, until 
such time as you are sure that the 
water has saturated the ground to a 
sufficient depth to reach all the roots. 
Trenches should be made along rows 
of shrubs or hedges and the water run 
into them for hours if necessary. A 
day after irrigation, the soil in the 
basins or trenches should be stirred 
up or cultivated to check evaporation. 

Sprinkling should only be resorted 
to where there are solid beds of shal¬ 
low rooted plants such as ferns, bulbs, 
annuals and perennials. The water 
should pot be thrown on with any 
force but applied by pressing the 
thumb over the end of the hose and 
throwing the water upwards and out- 
wards so that it will fall down gently. 
The small attachments for the hose 
that lie on the ground and throw the 
water upwards and outwards are very 
good. If you haven’t an automatic 
sprinkling system for your lawn, use 
one of these attachments, pulling it 
about on the law'n until the entire

Winter Flowers 

Prepare beds now for the winter 
annuals, the best of which are pansies, 
stocks and snapdragon. Young plants 
of these can be had now. For shady 
beds plant primulas, cinerarias, dwarf 
begonias and ferns. 

It is bulb time now. In preparing 
beds for bulbs do not use fresh man¬ 
ure as it will rot the bulbs. If you 
can not secure old, well-rotted manure 
or leal' mould, it would be better to 
spread the fertilizer on top of the 
soil after the bulbs are planted and 
gradually work it in. Plant small 
bulbs two to three inches deep and 
large bulbs four to six inches deep. 

The best bulbs for this place are 
daffodils, amaryllis Belladonna, Clus¬ 
ter narcissus, Chinese lilies, callu lil¬ 
ies, watsonias, freesias, Spanish iris. 
German iris, star of Bethlehem, spar- 
axis, ranunculus and gladiolas. The 
Dutch hyacinths and tulips deterior¬ 
ate after the first year, so are not to 
bp recommended so highly . All bulbs 
should be taken up and divided at 
least every third year. 

Sweet peas should be planted now 
for spring bloom. The ground must 
be dug to a depth of eighteen inches 
and well rotted manure mixed with the 
soil. The seed should be planted and 
covered an inch deep in the trench 
about three inches below the surface 
of the ground surrounding and as the 
plants develop, the soil worked up to 
them until the trench is leveled. 

Trees and Shrubs 

Established uees and shrubs can 
safely be planted now. A basin 
should be left around each one as it 
is planted, and plenty of water run 
into it. Nursery stock that is planted 
now will get a good start before the 
cold- weather comes on. 

It is a good practice to wash off 
the foliage of your vines and shrubs 
about once a week at this time of the 
year with a stiff spray of water from 
the hose. This will clean og most of 
the destructive insect life that may be 
living on the plants such as aphis, red 
spider and mealy bug. 

Give the lawn a dressing of com¬ 
mercial fertilizer or pulverized sheep 
manure. If any spots in the lawn look 
dead, dig the spot up and fill in with 
good new soil. Sow blue grass seed 
over it thinly and cover with sawdust 
or clippings front the lawn to hold the 
moisture. Sprinkle two or three times 
a day or as often as necessary to keep 
the seed from drying out while ger¬ 
minating. 

There are many shrubs that should 
be planted for the ornamental berries 
in the winter. Among these are cot- 
oneaster ponosa, cotoneaster simonsi, 
cotoneaster franohetti, eotoneaster 
horizontalis, crateagus Lalandi, Cra- 
teagus crenieduta, and California hol-

A N intensely cold and severe winter is predicted by “Dill” 
Altman, trapper who lives in the woods near Kane, Pa. 
And it will be a long winter, with a very late spring, ac¬ 
cording to trapper Altman. 

For many years his weather predictions have proved so 
uncannily accurate that the weather bureau experts in Wash¬ 
ington frequently write him for his views. 

The amateur weather prophets—now being heard from, as 
customary at this time of year—so far have a big majority 
in favor of the “hard winter” prediction. 

The Amundsen exploring expedition reports that ice con¬ 
ditions in the Arctic Ocean are the w'orst for many years. 
That probably is the forerunner of icy north winds. 

The lucky individual who lives in the warm climate of the 
south does not worry much about what kind of weather is 
in store for his northern brethren. Yet a cold winter, with 
coal stocks low and the price high, would cause much suf¬ 
fering and business set-backs in northern states.

Because of the extent of the in¬ 
jury there is danger that fungus di- 
seasees may much nioie readily at¬ 
tack tree trunks in thjs condition, and 
us a precautionary measure, the paint 
ing of trunks with Bordeaux paste 
may be of some value, providing fum¬ 
igation has already been done; other¬ 
wise, this application should wait un¬ 
til fumigation tia been < ompleted. 
There is danger in excessive cutting 
in an effort to remove the present 
gummed areas that additional weak, 
ening of the tree may occur. In 
treme cases, it may aid to open (in 
gum pockets lightly and allow th 
sap to drain out. Extensive cutting 
and scraping, however, at this time, 
may subject the tree to additional in- 
fedition from gum disease.

The recent appearance of severe 
gumming in various citrus districts of 
alarm because of the amount of gum¬ 
ming that has taken place arid the 
extent of the injury. It is thought 
by the Agricultural Extension Ser¬ 
vice that is a frost etfect from the 
severe cold weather of last January 
and has been accentuated by the soil 
moisture conditions of the past sea¬ 
son, together with recent fumigation. 
Investigations in many citrus orchards 
throughout tht county have indicated 
widely fluctuating moisture conditions 
w r ith a general under supply of water. 
This situation, together with the se¬ 
vere shock received by trees in Jan¬ 
uary, may have a distinct bearing on 
the present gumming. For the most 
part the injury indicates clear gum
